The fire departmen t pu t in a v ery 
bu sy morn in g, bein g called to tlie 
home of C. L. Bates, 616 West Ten th 
street, an d to the residen ce of Wil­ 
liam Kmsweller, corn er of Ten th an d 
Harrison streets. 
The Bates home 
was practically 
destroy ed 
an d the 
damage to the Kmsweller residen ce 
amou n ted to abou t $400. 


Both fires were cau sed by defec­ 
tiv e fin es. 
The departmen t worked 
u n der the v ery worst con dition s, an d 
that an y part of the two hou ses was 
sav ed is con sidered remarkable. The 
hy dran t at the corn er of Arthu r an d 
Ten th streets was fou n d frozen 
at 
the start of the Bates fire when the 
pressu re was tu rn ed on , the hy dran t 
gav e way an d bu rst. 
The break in the main did n ot come 
u n til the fire at the Bates home was 
abou t ou t an d when the departmen t 
wen t to the Kmsweller place tlv ere 
was scarcely an y pressu re The break 
in the main was discov ered when 
Fire Chief Easley asked for more 
pressu re from t he water an d light 
plan t. At that time the pressu re was 
at 100 pou n ds an d the men at the 
plan t realized 
there was a break. 
Ov er thirteen feet of water was tak­ 
en from the reserv oir an d the great­ 
er the pressu re the greater was the 
loss of water. 
When the alarm came in for the 
Kmsweller fire, the firemen were en ­ 
gaged in gatherin g u p the hose at 
the Bates fire 
an d 
wen t 
directly 
there. 
The in terior an d roof of the 
Kmsweller home was badly damaged. 
The hou se is own ed by Robert In n is 
an d the loss is fu lly cov ered with in ­ 
su ran ce. 
The hy dran t that was frozen had 
been reported to the fire committee 
alon g with all the others that are in 
n eed of repair. 
Becau se of weather 
con dition s it has been impossible to 
make the repairs. 
There are sev eral 
other hy dran ts that are in n eed of 
repair an d will be fix ed as soon as 
the weather permits. 
The fire departmen t was hin dered 
greatly in the work of fightin g the 
Bates fire by a frozen hy dran t at the 
corn er of Arthu r an d Ten th streets. 
A lin e of hose was attached to this 
hy dran t, which is on ly a short dis­ 
tan ce from the hou se, an d it was 
fou n d that the plu g was frozen .

was n ecessary to ru n the lin e of hose 
from Oliv er an d Ten th streets, which

It will lie n ecessary to 
reach fifty {>er cen t of the farm is 
throu gh their pocket hock-.” 
Ru sh cou n ty has n o agricu ltu ral 
agen t becau se the effort has n ev er 
been made here.

of

cer­ 
tain su m of mon ey 
by 
the 
citi­ 
zen s of the cou n ty in order to ob­ 
tain the appropriation 
from

It has been su ggested from man y 
sou rces that the Chamber of Com­ 
merce cou ld, when it is co.n pietely 
organ ized, take u p

tiidy of this qu estion throu gh the 
proper committee, becau se, in spite 
of the man y thin gs which are pre­ 
sen ted in opposition to the scheme, 
the cou n ty agen t i- popu lar wher­ 
ev er he has been retain ed. 
Mr. Coleman con tin u ed in In s in ­ 
terv iew’ hat there are ex ception s to 
the ru le of 
reachin g 
the 
fan n er 
throu gh his pocket hook. 
He cited 
an ex ample. 
In a n earby cou n ty a 
farmer wen t to the agen t 
with a 
small problem an d the agen t fou n d 
that this farmer was makin g mon ey . 
He was raisin g 
alfalfa 
an d 
pu re 
bred hogs that were sellin g for sev ­ 
en ty dollars a head; bu t there was 
n ot a sidewalk or a garden abou t 
the place. 
In fu rther su pport of the con ten ­ 
tion , 
Mr. 
Coleman 
con tin u ed: 
“There were in In dian a 56,009 acres 
of corn last y ear raisin g an av erage 
of 41 bu shels to the acre. 
If that 
were bu t in creased on e bu shel to the 
acre throu gh the work of the cou n ty 
agen t it wou ld be 56,000 bu shels at 
50 cen ts a bu shel an d, a retu rn to 
the farmers of the state, $28,000. 
“Bu t fifty per cen t of the farmers 
will hav e to he reached an d tau ght 
the v c'u e of the cou n ty agen t sy s­ 
tem throu gh showin g 
the 
farmer 
that his profits will be in creased by 
its teachin gs an d co-operation with 
it* 
“Here is 
an other 
ex ample. 
In 
Madison cou n ty there was a farmer 
who wen t to the cou n ty agen t with a 
milk problem. 
He had eight cows. 
He was feedin g corn an d shredded 
fodder. 
He told of the amou n t of 
mon ey that he was makin g on his 
milk. 
He was sellin g at a loss. The 
cou n ty agen t wen t ov er 
his 
feed 
problem wit It him an d by tin * addi­ 
tion of proper feedin g that farmers’ 
loss on milk was ( han ged in to a n et 
profit of $1.80 a day on t he same 
eight cows. 
His feedin g ration was 
an ex pen siv e on e, bu t it was n ot tlie 
proper on e to produ ce the most milk 
at the least ex pen se. 
This man has 
the figu res to show for his ex peri­ 
men t an d he does n ot n eed to theor­ 
ize abou t how mu ch he cou ld sav e 
bv takin g adv an tage of what 
the 
cou n ty agen t kn ows abou t 
feedin g 
ration s an d other thin gs.

Interurban men are using the recent 
report of 
the department of 
com­ 
merce on electric railways in various 
states as a basis of their argument 
that regulation of public utilities by 
the state commissions hampers grow­ 
th. The most striking example of 
this, they say, is seen in a compari­ 
son of the growth of Indiana interur- 
ban systems with those in W iscon­ 
sin— the principal exponent of public 
utility regulation by a state commis­ 
sion. 


This comparison, with the infer­ 
ence that the public utility law in 
Wisconsin has slowed up interurban 
progress, i> significant here for ii 
is an attack on the 
law 
recent ty 
parsed in 
Indiana, 
creating 
tbe 
public utility commission. This com ­ 
mission very recently set Jed an in­ 
terurban dispute in a manner mo.s» 
satisfactory to the employes. 
In 1902, the report says, the gross 
income in Indiana and Wisconsin 
was practically the same— $3,813,- 
070 for Indiana and $3,923,884 for 
Wisconsin. The latter state 
had 
a 
slight*advantage. In that year also 
the miles of line in Indaiaa were 
523, with 299.13 in Wisconsin. 
In 1907 the gross income u Ind­ 
iana had 
nearly 
tripled. It 
was 
$11,490,708. 
The gro>> 
income 
iu 
Wisconsin had' not quile doubled. It 
was $0,002,817. Miles of line in Ind­ 
iana had more than tripled, with a 
total of 1,714.61. Miles of line in 
Wisconsin had not doubled. The total 
iu 1907 was 410.22. 
In 1912, which is as fa r as thi> 
report goes, Indiana had $16,142,075 
gross income and 2,038.97 miles of 
line, as against $8,048,124 gross in- 
loine and 582.03 mile of line for 
Wisconsin. In the ten years Indiana 
had increased 323.3 -percent in gross 
income as against an increase oi 
120.4 per cent, for Wisconsin, 
and 
had increased 289.4 per cent in miles 
of line as against an increase oL 
94.0 for Wisconsin. A prominent in­ 
terurban man here told the Vailed 
Press that the public util ij law in 
Wisconsin might easily have caused 
this difference. The Indiana law was 
modeled a iter the Wisconsin law. 
The exception is taken to this line 
of reasoning by an advocate of the 
public service commission here. He 
said that from a geographical stan d ­ 
point Indiana is a much better slate 
for interurban development than is 
Wisconsin. Thriving cities are more 
numerous and more closely centered 
he said. For this reason Indiana is in 
a class hv itself in the interurban 
business. 
“ The reasoning against the public 
service law i> faulty because the law 
in Wisconsin was not passed until 
1907, and the figures noted date from 
1902,” he said. “Between 1902 and 
1907 Indiana made much more rapid 
strides than Wisconsin, and neither 
had a public utility law.” 
This man had something to say 
about what he termed “ the real and 
apparent prosperity of the interur­ 
ban business in Indiana”. He said 
that if all the ipterurban systems had 
built their business on as substantial 
a basis as the Indianapolis, Colum­ 
bus and Southern road there would 
he little to fear from the public ser­ 
vice co m m issio n . 
“Oil 
the 
other 
hand,” he said, “one system in Ind­ 
iana— almost a dominant system — 
is 
badly financed# 
The 
stock 
is 
watered, and it is worth little. The 
connecting lines have been ‘milked’ 
until there is little real prosperity 
behind the imposing figures.”

Cannon who is himself 
a Mormon, declared that 
“if 
the 
United States does not do something 
to the Mormon kingdom, then the 
Mormon kingdom is going to do some­ 
thing to the United States.” 


The polygamous life of the Mor­ 
mons drew 
a 
hitter 
denunciation 
from Senator Cannon. He said it was 
the basis of their religion. 
He said that the Mormons were 
dealing in“bi*g business” and that 
their political power was the g reat­ 
est menace to “tbe nation. “ Fifty-two 
year- ago Abraham 
Lincoln 
tried 
to break the growing power of the 
Mormon church, hut lie died before 
much had been accomplished. Today 
the Mormons are ten times stronger.” 
He said the nation did not attack 
religious liberty 
but 
desired 
the 
church to live up to the treaty made 
between it and the nation.

Washington, Mar. 0,— “We have 
never heard of the typhoid fly,” the 
average person will say on hearing 
that insect mentioned. 
The typhoid fly is merely an old 
acquaintance in disguise. 
The De­ 
partment of Agriculture’s scientists 
have decided that this is the most 
appropriate name* for 
the insect 
commonly known as the “house fly,” 
whivh is a most dangerous creature, 
although considered at most simply 
a nuisance by many people. This fly 
is one of the most active agents in 
spreading typhoid fever. 
It spreads 
Asiatic cholera and other diseases of 
the intestines. 
It 
has even 
been 
known 
to be a 
minor 
factor in 
spreading tuberculosis. 
If the name 
of the typhoid fly could be popular­ 
ized, perhaps a more 
general idea 
could be given of the danger that 
lurks wherever the pest is present. 
Another name which has been 
sug­ 
gested for this 
pest is even better 
than the ordinary term “house fly.” 
This is “manure fly.” 
The insect is 
quite as partial to manure as it is 
to the house. 
Its chief 
breeding 
place is the manure heap. 
In eradi­ 
cating the breeding place of this pest, 
however* the department 
is seeking 
a method that will accomplish the 
work without lessening the value of 
j the fertilizer. 
Satisfactory progress 
has been made and announcements 
concerning new 
methods 
probably 
will lie issued soon. 
— - 
The fly season begins in the South 
during the last part of February, and 
the department’s investigator of m a­ 
larial mosquitoes there is also eon- 
sidering methods of controlling the 
typhoid fly. 
The department is 
also 
investi­ 
gating tlui stable fly, which is an im­ 
portant enemy to agriculture, in that 
it seriously reduces the value of live 
stock. 
It is also suspected of car­ 
rying infantile paralysis. 
In Mon­ 
tana the department i" conducting 
another investigation of a disease- 
bearing insect. This is the carrier of 
“spotted fever”— a species of tick in 
the northern Rocky Mountain region. 
Still another investigation has to do 
with the possibility that pellagra is 
transmitted by insects. This has not 
yet been proven. 
The Department of Agriculture s 
Bureau of Entomology has a bulletin 
for distribution dealing with the ty­ 
phoid fly. Remedies and preventives 
are recommended.

Replying to an attack 
on 
the 
movement for 
local 
tuberculoses 
hospitals made by 
the 
Christian 
Science Church, 
Dr. 
Herman M. 
Biggs. State Commissioner of Health 
of New York, says iu a statement 
published today through the Journal 
of the Outdoor Life, 
the 
official 
organ of The National Association 
for the Study and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis, that tuberculosis is an 
infectious disease 
and that every 
precaution known should be taken 
especially for the 
protection 
of 
young 
children. 
He 
particularly 
urges local hospitals. 


The occasion for Dr. Biggs’ state­ 
ment is the recent wide dissemina­ 
tion of an article purporting to show 
that tuberculosis was not infectious 
By quoting only a part of a medical 
paper written by Dr. E. R. Baldwin, 
of Saranac Lake, the Christian Sci­ 
entists have given 
the 
impression 
that tuberculosis is not 
infectious 
when, as a matter of fact, Dr. Bald­ 
win laid stress on the extreme dan­ 
ger of the disease to children. 


“Tuberculosis is an infectious and 
communicable 
disease,” 
said 
Dr. 
Biggs. “No age is exempt* and no 
one is immune against tuberculosis 
infection, but differences in suscept­ 
ibility 
exists at different ages. The 
frequency of infection increases rap­ 
idly from the first year until at the 
age of fifteen perhaps 75 j>er cent of 
The population show a positive reac­ 
tion to tuberculin, although only a 
small proportion have signs of the 
disease which can be detected by 
other means. 


“The conviction has been gradu­ 
ally strengthened that the 
first in­ 
fection from tuberculosis often occur 
during infancy and 
childhood. 
It 
seems probable that many of those 
who develop the disease 
in 
adult 
life have carried the latent infection 
since childhood, and have no recent 
and new infection when the symp­ 
toms of the disease appear. 


“It has also been found by exper­ 
iment that it is difficult to re-in feet, 
an animal that has already been 
inoculated with tuberculosis. Hence, 
it is inferred that some degree of 
immunity may be thus produced that 
may serve to ward off bacilli which 
might And lodgment in an individual 
not previously infected. Therefore, 
it will be understood how the mild 
infections, which are healed and pre­ 
sent in most persons who have reach­ 
ed adult age may, and presumably do 
offer some protection against fur­ 
ther limited invasions of the tubercle 
bacilli. While persons are in good 
health the protection thus offered is 
an advantage having some resembl­ 
ance to vaccination, but only very 
limited in nature and not complete. 
Prolonged or intimate exposure, how­ 
ever, or exposure to a virulent type 
of tuberculosis may result in a new 
infection, even of those who have 
overcome a previous mild infection. 
It is, moreover, by no means certain 
that in debilitated conditions due to 
other diseases, to dissipation or to 
bad environment, 
new 
infectious 
may not occur. We know positively 
that the first childhood infection may 
under such circumstances break out 
anew and thus become a doubtful 
advantage a real sword with two 
edges. 
“Considering the natural and ac­ 
quired resistance to 
infection 
by 
adults, much unreasonable fear 
or 
“phthisiophobia” has 
prevailed in 
late years. Because there is no pre­ 
caution too great for the protection 
of the young and delicate, this does 
not justify healthy adults in exag­ 
erated fears for their own safety. In

busy morning:, being called to the 
borne of.'

The Bates home 


was practically destroyed 
and the 


damage to the Emsweller residence 
amounted to about $400. 


Both fires were caused by defec- 


tive (lues. 
The department worked 


under the very worst conditions, and 
that any part of the two houses was 
saved is considered remarkable. The 
hydrant at the corner of Arthur and 
Tenth streets was found frozen 
at 


(lie start of the Bates tire when the 
pressure was turned on. the hydrant 
gave way and burst. 


The break in the main did not come 


until the fire at the Bates home was 
about out and when the department 
went to (lie Emsweller place there 
was scarcely any pressure The break 
in the main was discovered when 
Fire Chief Ensley asked for more 
pressure from the water and light 
plant. At that time the pressure was 
at 100 pounds and the men at the 
plant realized 
there was a break. 


Over thirteen feet of water was tak- 
en fruin the reservoir and the great- 
er, the pressure the greater was the 
loss of water. 


When the alarm came in for the 


Emsweller fire, the firemen were en- 
gaged in gathering up the hose at 
the Bates fire and 
went 
directly 


there. 
The interior and roof of the 


Emsweller home was badly damaged. 
The house is owned by Robert Innis 
and the loss is fully covered with in- 
surance. 


The hydrant that was frozen har 


been reported to the fire committee 
along with all the others that are li: 
need of repair. Because of weathei 
conditions it has been impossible to 
make the repairs. There are scvera 
other hydrants that are in need o: 
repair and will be fixed as soon as 
the weather permits. 


The fire department was hinderei 


greatly in the work of fighting th 
Bates fire by a frozen hydrant at the 
corner of Arthur and Tenth streets 
A line of hose was attached to thi;

WILL PUSH THE FIGHT 


Vigorous Campaign Proposed 


In Northern Indiana, 


Washington, March 6.—It is report- 


ed that a government station for the 
preparation and distribution of hog 
cholera serum will be established in 
the Twelfth Indiana district. 
In the 


event that this policy is decided on, 
experts connected with the bureau of 
animal industry will adopt the county 
unit method of attempting to stamp 
out the disease. 


President W. B. Stone of Purdue 


university and Dr. A. F. Nelson of In- 
dianapolis, state veterinarian of Indi- 
ana, have written Representative Cy- 
rus Cline that they will use their in- 
fluence in attempting to obtain the 
establishment of a hog cholera serum 
depot in Allen, Stenben or some other 
northern Indiana county. 


"Hog cholera is more prevalent in 


northern Indiana than anywhere eise 
in the state," said Mr. Cline. "The 
congress recently passed a bill appro- 
priating $500,000 for combating this 
dread disease among swine. 
A hog 


cholera laboratory was placed in oper- 
ation in Montgomery county laut year, 
and records on file at the department 
of agriculture show that the demon- 
strators there are doing good work. 
What the farmers of northern Indiana 
desire is for the bureau of animal in- 
dustry to send several of its experts 
into one of the counties in my district 
and stamp out the cholera from every 
herd in that county. The plan is for 
the experts to clean up one county and 
then go into another and work among 
the herds so that the disease may be 
stamped out systematically in a. rea- 
sonably short time."
